PENSIONS. 


At the reassembly of the Provisional Parlia- 
ment yesterday, Mr. Thomas O'Connell asked 
the Minister for Finance whether a Civil Service 
Committee has been, or is about to be, set up 
to consider the amount of pension or other com- 
pensation to be awarded to public servants 
rg! ts may be abolished, or who may re- 
tire untarily in consequence of recent ad- 
— changes; if so, the personne! of 
this Committee, its terms of reference, and 
whether interested parties will he entitled to 
give evidence before the Committee, or other- 
wise make representations with regard to their 
position. 

The President replied that the Government 
proposed to set up a Committee of the nature 
mentioned in the question, but he was not 
. in a position to announce the terms of re- 
ference or the personnel. He hoped to be able 
to do so at an early date. 


HOUSES FOR EX-SOLDIERS. 


Mr. M. Hennessy asked the Minister for 
Local Government whether he is aware that a 
scheme for the building of 18 houses for ex- 
service men and their families, for Queenstown 
district, Co. Cork, has already been decided 
upon, but for some reason or other is being 
delayed; if he can explain the reason for suc 
delay; and if he will now arrange with the 
Board of Works to have this work started im- 
mediately, the necessity for extra housing 
accommodation and relief of unemployment 
being keenly felt in the district. 

Mr. Blythe relied that the number of 
cottages proposed to be erected under the 
scheme referred to is fifteen. This scheme was 
in process of making before the Custom House 
fire, in which all documents were destroyed, and 
the whole of the work under the Irish Land 
(Provision for Sailors and Soldiers) Act, 1919, 
had subsequently to be reconstructed, with in- 
evitable delay. During the reconstruction pio- 
cess the changes, consequent upon the signing 
of the Treaty, took place. The work under the 
Act is carried out by the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Department, 30 Lower Fitzwilliam street, under 
the supervision of the British Treasury and with 
British Treasury funds. 

Certain legal formalities, consequent upon the 
change of Government in the country, remain 
to be arranged for the delegation of authority 
for the signing of orders making and confirming 
schemes under the Act. The — of Local 
Government and the British Treasury have been 
considering the matter, and it is hoped that 
these — formalities will be completed very 
shortly. 

Until schemes are made and confirmed, land 
is not legally acquired, and the Board of Works 
cannot be instructed to enter on the land for 
the erection of the cottages.

There will be no real peace in Southern 
Ireland so long as her edifice of State 
remains unbuilt or only half-built. The 
lack of strength and completeness will be 
a perpetual encouragement, on the one 
hand, to the open violence or political 
intrigue of the Government's enemies, On 
the other hand, it will prevent the Govern- 
ment from negotiating on equal terms with 
others Who, perhaps, desire friendship 
but desire it on a safe foundation of equal 
powers. If the country is to be redeemed | 
from cruel strife, from economic dis- 
aster, from the well-merited disgrace of 
such an advertisement as the Marquis of 
Lansdowne has given to its fury of law- 
lessness, the Government must be armed 
with the whole solid mechanism of con- 
stitutional authority. Executive, Parlia- 
ment and people—the Free State, acting 
as a unit—must.be enabled to. address 
themselves confidently to the pressing 
tasks of defence and progress. By all 
means let the Constitution be made as 
good as it can be made in the coming 
weeks; but the vital necessity is that it 
shall be. passed and ratified before the 
6th December. The men who are charged 
with the duty of accomplishing the people's 
will must not allow Ireland to become 
the Eurydice of nations. 


America and Britain. 

Now that. the American Congress has 
adjourned, political activity in the United 
States will be directed once more into 
international channels.. The Secretary of 
State has returned from his visit to Brazil, 
and Sir / ckland Geddes has left his 
Maine retreat for his official residence in 
Washington.

that the British Government will enter a 
strong protest.

The Ex-Kaiser's Book. 


Much new light is likely to be shed on 
the character of the ex-Kaiser by the book 
of reminiscences which is being published 
in serial form by the Daily Graphic. Most 
of Germany's fallen war lords have writtea 
books since the war. Hindenburg, Luden- 
dorff, the egregious Crown Prince, and 
many of the smaller fry have published 
elaborate apologias, with the result that 
their faded reputations have withered into 
further insignificance. The ex-Kaiser's 
book seems to be in a rather different 
category. He has written it, he announces, 
in order to justify himself in the eyes of his 
children, The first inetalments deal with 
the early days of the Kaiser's career. The 
character of Prince Bismarck is shown in a 
new light, while some of the secret history 
of the old diplomacy is a damning com- 
mentary on a system which, one hopes, 
has disappeared for ever. In 1886, the ex- 
Kaiser declares, he was sent on a mission 
by his grandfather, Bismarck, and the 
late Franz Josef of Austria, to discuss the 
Turkish problem with the Tsar of Russia, 
Alexander III. He was authorised to offor 
the Russi us possession of Constantinople, 
despite the Treaty of Berlin, and to 
inyite the Tsar to take over full. control 
of the Dardanelles. [he Russian s vanity 
spoilt Bismarck s plan “If 1 want Con- 
stantinople, he boasted, “I shall take it 
without the permission of Prince Bis- 
marck.” Russia lived to rue that day, but 
the vain-glory of Alexander was a small 
thing compared with the megalomania 
which brought Germany to the ground and 
condemned the man in whose brain it 
raged to a sorrowful exile at Doorn.

A Novel Strike. 


Berlin has invented a new kind ef 
strike. Some months ago the proprietors 
of the local cinematograph establishments 
protested strongly against the Govern- 
ments new entertainment tax, which was 
imposed in order to raise increased 
revenue for reparations. This tax 
amounted to filty per cent. of the price of 
admission, and was calculated to yield a 
daily sum of 2,000,000 marks. All 
attempts to soften the heart of the Govern- 
ment failed, and, as a last resort, the pro- 


strike. Every one of Berlin's three 
hundred and thirteen “picture palaces “ 
has been closed. No fewer than seven 
thousand men and women have been 
thrown out of work, and the action of the 
proprietors has caused consequential un- 
employment among film agents, actors, 
printers, designers, etc., on a very large 
scale. The chief result of the strike, how- 
ever, is the fact that the Government s 
not getting a penny of revenue from its 
entertainment tax. There is an element of 
comedy in this novel strike; but it is of 
general interest, inasmuch as it reveals the 
enormous growth of this infant industry in 
Germany. The “ cinema ” has become part 
and parcel of the social life of Europe. A 
strike of this nature in Dublin would be 
regarded as a calamity by thousands of 
admirable citizens. Ireland, like her 
sister nations, has become the slave of the 
screen.

MR. FIGGIS'S BOOK. 


Mr. Darrel) Figgis was Acting Chairman of 
the Constitution Committee, and when the 
Constitution was first published he wrote a 
series of articles in the Irish Press in ex- 
position of it. These articles he has now pub- 
lished .in book form He has, besides, 
added an introduction to the series. To the 
expository chapters the draft Constitution is 
added, being printed in clear, bold type, with 
the ‘scheduled Treaty attached; and as neither 
Constitution nor ty. is available at the 
booksellers, the book is doubly welcome. 

Mr. Figgis’s power of analysis and criticism is 
very well displayed in this brochure. Dry 
though the subject may ordinarily be, the 
simplicity with which it i habdled makes it 
always interesting to follow; and though the 
argument avoids none of the difficulties, it puts 
them well within reach of everyone. In 
the United States every citizen is su od to 
know and to understand the Constitution, and 
the result is a strong civic sense and civic 
pride, which are the strongest support of the 
State. This civic concept ion is marked through 
all the pages of this book, and is not the least 
part of its contribution. 

The introduction is entitled Ireland and a 
Community of Nations,” and is in many fea- 
tures an original examination of Ireland's inter- 
national position as a result of the Treaty of 
last December. The author points out that the 
trish Constitution is strikingly unlike the con- 
stitutions of the other “nations that now com- 
prise the Commonwealth of Nations.” This result 
he attributes to two causes—first, that, unlike 
these other nations, Ireland was hot a colony, 
but “an ancient nation and a mother-country 
in her own right’; and second. that there other 
nations are not now what they were when 
their constitutions were first drafted, not 
colonies, us then: but pations. The addition 
of Ireland, as Mr. Figgis shows. has produced 
“a transfigaration of the whole” in certain 
imnortant matters that he indicates. ;

rs NATIONAL QUALITY. . 


(BY J. c. SHERIDAN, LATELY COMMIS- 
SIONER FOR FINANCE IN THE UNION

My pri ob in these few articles has 
bee elgg, ar — emphasise the national 
quality of the new status which the Dominions 

uired—or, rather, established; for their con- 
stitutional standing is progressive with their 
growth—through their part in the European 
war, the Paris Conference, and the subsequent 
international Conferences; and its international 
acknowl nt in their membership of the 
League Nations. The first article of the 
Irish ‘Treaty describes and recognises ** tiie com- 
munity of nations known as the British 

Empire, and accords to Ireland the same con- 
stitutional status as the other nation members 
of that great community. The fourth article, 
which describes the Parliamentary oath, lays 
the obligations of “ fidelity’’ om Ireland's 
membership of, and adberence to, the group of 
nations forming the British Commonwealth of 
Nations.“ 

Historically, ethnically, and culturally, and as 
the cradle of a world-spread peeple, Ireland 
possesses every claim to nationhood. Since the 
making of the Treaty and the enactment of the 
confirming statute the nationhood of Ireland 
stands endowed with every requisite of formal, 
legal und imperial acknowledgment, and is 
entitled to international recognition as soon us 
Ireland chooses to take up her membership in 
the League of Nations. 

There is a class of mind, with a backward 
instead of a forward outlook, which may con- 
tinue to harp on the reservations in the Treaty, 
while taking little notice of the immense con- 
cessions. But, after all, what do those compara- 
tively petty reservations amount to? Are they 
more than, or even as much as, neighbouring 
friendly people should arrange with one 
another, or tacitly aceert, for peace and mutual 
rotection? Compare the giving im the 
Treaty with the taking. and then are the 
reservations worth mentioning? Everything 
expressed in the reservations would be implied 
in friendly relations between any independent 
neighbouring peoples where one of them hy 
exceptional strength was able to offer special 
protection to the others. 

* — * * 

It should be remembered that when Ireland 
enters the League of Nations she will be subject 
to the Covenant which pledges the members to 
respect and defend one another's territorial 
rights and boundaries. That pledge accepted 
by the, Nations of the League extends further 
than the stipulations in the Irish Treaty. if 
I believed the type of mind mentioned to be 
common, I should be melined to ask whether, 


end Ireland were the reverse of what they are— 
that is, if Ireland were the powerful and Eng- 


be capable of as much renunciation and 
wagnanimity as the English have shown in 
the making of the Treaty. 

Some of the fighting men still think that it 
was they alone and their efforts that forced 
the British Ministry to a policy of concession, 
whereas it was really the conversion to higher 
moral views in relation to Ireland of the British 
people and British opinion that constrained their 
Ministry into yielding. That Ministry, con- 


or the know- 
ledge that it had not the British people with 
it. If the struggle came to an issue—say, 
rejection of all terms except soparation, which 
would band the British people behind the 
Government—there could be no room for doubt 
as to the end of the struggle and the new 
disasters it would inflict on Ireland. 

The great and outstanding fact emerging 
from all the past tumult and sometimes hope 


in line with the other nations—Great Britain 
included—which constitute this world Common- 
wealth, possessing equal rank and status with 
the others, a full sister in a sisterhood of 
nations and peoples, 

Sinee the Treaty lifted Ireland out of the 
ancient subjection, installed her in complete 
nationality, and admitted her in co-equal mem- 
bership with Great Britain and the minions 
in their community of nations, it puzzled us 
in the Dominions to understand why the 
Dominion representatites were not invited, at 
the instance of either side, to join in the 
negotiations and be parties to the Treaty. Their 
presence would have given much-needed assur- 
ance to the Irish in the circumstances of the 
time and would have been a shield against 
distrusts Their special understanding and 
knowledge of the subjecte in discussion would 
have helped to remove difficulties and simplified 
the negotiations. ; 

: - -. - * * a 

It seems to me to be most desirable and 
proper in every way that the Dominions should 
be joinéd in the Treaty that adds a new mem- 
ber to the Commonwealth famizy. It is not yet 
too late. A fitting opportunity offers at the 
moment. When the Constitution now being 
framed by the Provisional Parliament is passed 
by that Parliament, it will not go hefore and 
have to pass the British Parliament. There 
is the opportunity for bringing in the 
Dominions. The preamble of the draft Con- 
stitution is a recital of the Treaty, and I suggest 
as an amendment the addition to the preamble 
of the following paragraph 

The Dominien« mentioned in the first Article of 
the Treaty shai! be deemed to be parties to the said 
Article and te any other provisions of the Treaty 
related to the said Article, subject to the right of 
the Parliament of any of the Dominions to with. 
hold its concurrence. 

The latter words, it may be explained, are the 
formula in use when agreed legislation intended 
for adoption by the Dominions is being passed. 

It should be seriously noticed that the terms 


and the Dominions with Ireland no less than 
theys bind as between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. It is to be expected that the new re- 
lations set up by the Treaty between Ireland 
and Great Britain will, before long, give birth 
and life to neighbourly friendship, and beget 
growing mutual confidence, and that the Treaty 
will develop under the influence of those senti- 
ments. The preamble which entrenches the 
Treaty as paramount im the Constitution should, 
therefore, be further amended by addition of 
the following proviso :— 

“ Provided that the scheduied Treaty shall 
always be deemed to include any amendment or 
extension thereof by agreement of mutual nader- 
standing since the making of the Treaty, and else 
any extension or further development of the 
Constitutional status or usages, or of the self- 
xoveruing rights or privileges of the Dominions 
mentioned in the first article of the Treaty.” 
| In neither of these proposed amendments is 
there anything to which the British signatories 
to the Treaty are m the least likely to object, 
and, at the same time, the amendments will do 
something to win over opponents, ahd thus 
vastly improve the moral credit of the ‘Treaty, 
as well serving to keep the Constitution free 
of the deadening effects cf finality and rigidity. 

The only denial of Ireland's nationhood which 
I can observe comes from the racial extremists 
of the North-East, who refuse unity. and from 
the belligerent extremists elsewhere, who seem 
unable to grasp the magnitude of what they 
have won by reason of the obsession which 
hypnotises their percepticns. I? they were out 
fighting for more sunshine in the Irish climate, 
their purpose might be more to the point, and 
would certainly be no more visionary. 

> * * * * * 

If the North-Easterner is frightened of the 
bogey of secession, let him remember that 
twenty to thirty years ago the peoples of the
